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Well-experienced  at  treading  the 
straight  and  narrow  pathway  of  edu- 
cation, this  year's  juniors,  assured  and 
self-confident,  could  relax  temporarily 
and  follow  the  leadership  of  the  sen- 
iors before  taking  over  that  position 
themselves.
